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BAN REDISCOUNT 
ON TAXI NOTES 


Federal Reserve Ruling 
In “‘Drive-It- Your- 
self’’ Case 


ASHINGTON,. Aug. 14. 

—Handing down a de- 
cision in a case involving a 
national “drive it yourself” 
system, the Federal Reserve 
Board has just ruled that 
notes of a parent corporation, 
which were to be used by it 
in the purchase of motor cars 
for its subsidiaries, are ineli- 
gible for rediscount at Fed- 


eral Reserve banks. 

In a previous ruling the Board 
held, it points out, that notes of a 
corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of furnishing motor trans- 
portation, made for the purpose of 
providing funds to purchase motor 
vehicles, are ineligible for redis- 
count with the Federal reserve 
banks. This was based on the 
view that the vehicles to be pur- 
chased would necessarily consti- 
tute a major part of the corpora- 
tion’s entire equipment and must 
be accepted as permanent invest- 
ments. 

“It is true,” states the board, 
“that under the plan here present- 
parent corporation and the cars 
ed the notes are to be made by the 
purchased and distributed by it to 
its subsidiaries, but this does not 
change the nature of the transac- 
tion. 

“It does not appear whether 
there is an actual sale of those au- 
tomobiles by the parent company 
to the subsidiaries, but, in any 
event, the board does not feel that 
these notes should be considered 
eligible, on the theory that the pro- 
ceeds. are to be used te purchase 
goods which are to be resoid, be- 
cause of the close ‘affiliation of the 
parent company with the subsidi- 
aries. The obvious purpose of the 
plan is to finance the subsidiary 
corporations in acquiring the auto- 
mobiles.”’ 

The board adds that, in its opin- 
ion, the transaction is, in substance 
even if not in form, a borrowing for 
capital purposes. 

The parent company“is described 
as a corporation “owning approxi- 
mately 75 per cent. of the capital 
stock of a number of corporations 
throughout the United States en- 
gaged in motor transportation un- 
der the ‘drive it yourself plan.’ ”

Akron, Aug. 14.—Sixty per 
cent, of the total 1926 purchase 
of tires’ will be made within the 
last five months of the year, ac- 
cording to W. F. Pfeiffer, general 
manager of the Miller Rubber 
Company. 

“The July price decrease, bring- 
ing tire prices lower than July, 
1925, prices, has proved a big stim- 
ulus to buying,’’ he said. ‘“‘“Consum- 
ers who awaited lower prices ear- 
liet in the year are now buying 
freely, and without the hesitancy 
that characterized the first six 
months.”

Moderation in Traffic Arrests 
HOMAS P. HENRY, president of the American Auto- 
mobile Association, recently advocated, through the 
Automotive Daily News, moderation in traffic control. 
“There is nothing to be gained,” said Mr. Henry, “by hal- 
{ng thousands of motorists into court on the slightest pre- 
text. Traffic regulations were meant to bring order into 
the use of public thoroughfares and not to make respect- 
able citizens feel that they had in them the makings of des- 
perate criminals.” : 

It is to be doubted whether arrests for minor traffic 
effenses are worth the time and energy expended in making 
them. Usually the offender in these minor regulations, such 
as parking too far from the curb, missing a signal, etc., 
errs through accident. As long as the offense does not 
endanger life or limb or property, policemen can well afford 
to be lenient, or, better still, they should be provided with 
Some other means of enforcing the law than haling the 
offender to court. yster 
Whereby the car driver is provided with a card which is 
punched when he is warned for a minor offense. After he 
has been warned a certain number of times, he must appear 
in court to explain what appears to be habitual carelessness 
in matters of minor regulations. This system has some 

ings against it. It is piling detail on what should be sim- 
lified, but at worst it would seem to have advantages over 
the indiscriminate haling of drivers to court. 

While Mr. Henry speaks for motor car owners _par- 
ticularly, nevertheless his suggestions are worth considera-
